A WEEKOF INTERESTINGEVENTS

Burying the Hatohet in the Wild West
A Muach Discnesed Arti«t and
His Picture—Pattl in
SsSemiramide,

NEW Yougr, Nov, 35.—[Correspontence
of the Bee. l—New York has roturned to
town.  This city hns been fill of events
and fntercsts for a week, enough to fill a
threesvolume novel of the oldon style, or
o Sunday noewspaper of to«day.  Arthur's
funeral and o Groek play; Patti's retnrn
and the arvival of Buftalo Bill; “Christ
before Pliate,” in U'wenty-socomd street,
amd  Pawnee  Indians  “burying the
hiatchet" in Madison Sguare—one hardly
Knows which theme to turn to fivst

In this crowded metropolis even the
funeral of a eitizen who had fenclied the
presidency was only one of the passing
circumstances in the great procession of
events; another eflvet of the Kaleiduseope
as it turns. It cast o momentury shadow
whieh flitted by almost before it was
recognizod. The courts adjourned, but
the shops and the theaters were not
elosed, The flags were hung at half-mnst,
and some of the public bnildings wers
draved in mourning; but the obsequies
themselves wore simple, and only the
throng in the strect and the number of
notuble men 1 the ohureh made the oer-
cmony.an any wuy different from what it
would have been Six years before,

Among tho oflicial mourners was ox-
President Hayes, whose getion in removy-
ing Arthur from the collectorship of New
York was the first step in the chinin of

cirenmstances that made the expelled
oflicelhiolder prosulent.

HAYES AND ANTHUR
hardly o yoar ago sat in th  same ear-

rimgre at the funeral of Grant, and o little
before all theee had followed Gartield to
the tomb, On Monday the solitary suy-
vivor waulked behind the pall ot his oww
sueeessor and subordinate.

The eabinet oflicers of the late head of
the state of course were present. On
Sunduy Letanced to call on Lincoln just
wfter 1 eame from a visit to

EDWIN BOOTI,
and the coinctdenee of the names so
awfully conneeted in men's memories re-
ealled the striking illusteation of the way
inwhieh all onr lives are tangled and in-
terwoven withontour witl. ooth and I
woerae intimate friends twoenty-five yenrs
ago, and Robert Lincoln in the late win-
ter of 1865 joined Grant's headquarters
as captain of volunteers,  He left college
for the army, and on s way from Har-
vard to the front to assnme his new
duries the youth passeil through New
York. Itwas Inte on Sunday night when
he resched the station at Jersey City  to
tuke the Philadelphia  train.  Edwin
Booth was also there, but bl never met
young Lincoln.  He noticed, however, a
nian in front of him who steppod on a
ear that proved tobe the wrong one.as the
stranger was gotting off, the train moved
on, and he slipped and ferl between the
ears and the platform,  Another momoent
and he must have been ernshed and
doubtless killed. No one olse soemoed to
notice his danger, and  Booth, who held
his valise nnd ticket in his hand, dropped
his valise, put the ticket between  his
tecth, and then rushed up and snatehed
the steanger by the collar, dragging him
ot of the interstice and out ol peril.
The man turned to thank his preserver
and recognized the tragedian whom he
had often seen on the stage. “That was
anarrow eseape, Mr. Booth,™ he ex.
clavmed, as he uttered his  peatitude; bhut
even then the actor was irnoraft that he

The Pawners and Sionx and Chevennes
whom Bullndo Bill had  brouglhit to per-
form in New York had neyer made pence,
and Lbefore they coudd act tozether it was
indispensable to ratify a treaty inthe Ine
dian style,  Steele Mackage explained in
wlvanee the eirenmstance.  He assured
s of the reality of the sstuation, and thnt
the Iodians looked upon the event us
solemn an the extreme; however gro-
tesane  the rites might seem to us he im-
plored us to manifest only respeet or
sympathotic interest,

The tribes came into the theater from
fonr diferent direetions with  thelr war
puint, with blankets and feathers znd
shields winl nrrows and tomahawks, They
suluted each other with extragrdinary
eries, shrill and dissonant, and  then
squattod on the ground in four corners of
the immenso nrena.  Then Rocky Bear,
the gresd medieine man of the Pawnoees,
opencd the ceremonies with a specch,
What he said was trauslated to Mackaye,
who repeated it to the sudience, A chant
and o danes were followed by a proces.
